also performed in Calgary, 
“Students under Father 
Duchesneau learn to beres- 
ponsible for themselves, and 
know the joy of accomplish- 
ment through groupsolidar- 
ity,’’ said Mr, Tellier, add- 
ing that the rewards are 
many, 

‘He is a community buil- 
der in the best sense of the 
word, His work is people
